SYNOPSIS 


ACT  I.    Ferrando  and  Guglieluio  are  convinced  that  their  sweethearts,  two 
sisters  by  the  name  of  Dorabella  and  Fiordiligi,  are  eternally  devoted 
to  them.     Don  Alfonso,  a  cynical  old  bachelor,  w^,';;ers  th^  men  who  are 
officers  in  the  army  that  all  women  are  unfaithful  when  courted  by  other, 
men.     The  wager  is  accepted  and  the  officers  promise  to  follow  Alfonso's 
instructions  for  twenty-four  hours.     -  The  two  ladies  praise  their 
beloved  when  Alfonso  arrives  with  shocking  news:    Ferrando  and  Guglielmo 
have  been  recalled  to  their  troops.     A  tearful  farewell  follows. 
Despina,  the  ladies'  maid,  dissatisfied  with  her  lot,  becomes  a  willing 
ally  when  Alfonso  seeks  her  aid  in  duping  her  mistresses.     Ferrando  and 
Guglielmo  appear,  disguised  as  wealthy  Albanian  noblemen.     At  first,  the 
ladies  are  cold  and  the  men  express  their  delight  making  fun  of  Alfonso. 
Alfonso  and  Despina  confer  about  the  next  move.  -  The  men  return  and  say 
they  have  taken  poison  and  are  ready  to  die  for  love.     Despina  disguised 
as  a  physician  comes  to  revive  them. 

ACT  II.     Despina  tries  to  convince  the  ladies  that  there  is  m.uch  to  be 
gained  by  being  sympathetic  to  the  attention  of  the  strangers.  The 
sisters  agree  that  a  flirtation  might  prove  diverting.     Dorabella  de- 
cides to  be  receptive  to  Guglielmo  while  Fiordiligi  expresses  preference 
for  the  disguised  Ferrando.     -  The  "Albanians"  sing  a  serenade  and  then 
the  four  lovers  pair  off.     Gugliemo  and  Dorabella  exchange  pendants  and 
tender  words.     Ferrando  is  less  successful.     Alfonso  reminds  both  men 
that  the  test  is  not  yet  over.     Eventually,  Fiordiligi  succumbs.  The 
men  are  furious,  but  the  philosophical  Alfonso  convinces  then  that  v;hat 
has  happened  has  been  for  the  best  and  advises  the  lovers  to  patch  up 
their  differences  and  get  married.

The  Opera  Departnent  of  the 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music 


The  Opera  Department  of  the  Curtis  Institute  of  Music  was 
newly  organized  under  the  direction  of  Max  Rudolf  in  the  Pall  of  1971, 
to  provide  young  professionals  with  advanced  oneratic  training.  The 
curriculum  includes  vocal  coaching  and  interpretation  by  Max  Rudolf, 
David  Effron,  Sylvia  Lee  and  Chris  Macatsoris ,  dramatics  by  Rhoda 
Levine,  and  stage  direction  by  Dino  YannoDOulos . 

During  the  academic  year  the  Departm.ent  presented  a  fully 
staged  production  of  "The  Old  Maid  and  the  Thief"  and  performances  of 
"Introduction  to  Opera",  short  scenes  from  various  operas,   in  several 
organizations  and  schools  in  the  Philadelphia  area.     Also,   in  Aoril, 
the  Department  presented  a  fully  staged  production  of  VJolf-Ferrari ' s 
"School  for  Fathers"  with  the  Curtis  Orchestra  at  the  New  Locust 
Theater. 


MAX  RUDOLF 

Prior  to  Joining  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis  Institute  of 
Music,  Max  Rudolf  had  been  music  director  of  the  Cincinnati  Symphony 
Orchestra  (1958-1970)  after  having  made  his  mark  as  both  a  symohony 
and  opera  conductor  in  Czechoslovakia,  Sweden,  and  his  native  Germany 
before  coming  to  America  in  19^0. 

In  19^5  he  began  an  association  of  13  years  v;ith  the  Metro- 
politan Opera  as  conductor  and  artistic  administrator.     During  this 
time  he  conducted  numerous  performances  of  14  different  ooeras ,  gain- 
ing special  acclaim  for  his  Mozart  interpretations . 

Throughout  the  years,  Mr.  Rudolf  has  been  a  guest  conductor 
v:ith  many  of  the  great  symphony  orchestras  of  both  Am.erica  and  Europe. 
That  Cincinnati's  orchestra  did  prosper  under  his  remarkable  leader-" 
ship  is  evident  from  its  selection  by  the  U.S.  State  Departm.ent  to 
undertake  a  10-week  world  tour,  also  a  four-week  tour  throughout 
Europe . 

Mr.  Rudolf  is  recognized  not  only  as  a  conductor  and  musi- 
cian but  as  a  musical  scholar,  as  a  teacher  of  young  conductors  and  as 
an  author.     His  book  The  Gram.mar  of  Conducting  is  the  most  widelv-used 
text  in  its  field. 

He  is  a  panel  member  of  the  National  Council  For  the  Arts , 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  Am.erlcan  Sy.npiiony  Orchestra  League.     He  has 
received  a  number  of  awards  including  three  honorary  doctor's  degrees. 

In  1970,  Mr.  Rudolf  Joined  the  faculty  of  The  Curtis  In- 
stitute of  Music  where  he  heads  the  Opera  Departm.ent  and  teaches  con- 
ducting .

SYNOPSIS 


Perrando  and  GuglielniO  are  convinced  that  their  sweet- 
hearts ^  two  sisters  by  the  names  of  Dorabella  and  Fiordiligi,  are 
eternally  devoted  to  tliem.     Don  Alfonso,  a  cynical  old  bachelor,  wa- 
gers the  men  who  are  officers  in  the  army  that  all  women  are  un- 
faithful when  courted  by  other  men.     The  wager  is  accepted  and  the 
officers  promise  to  follow  Alfonso's  instructions  for  twenty-four 
hours.  --  The  two  ladies  praise  their  beloved  when  Alfonso  arrives 
v;ith  shocking  news  :     Perrando  and  Guglielmo  have  been  recalled  to 
their  troops.     A  tearful  farewell  follows.  —  Despina,  the  ladies' 
m.aid ,  dissatisfied  with  her  lot,  becomes  a  willing  ally  v/hen  Alfonso 
seeks  her  aid  in  duping  her  m.istresses.     Perrando  and  Guglielmo  ap- 
pear, disguised  as  wealthy  Albanian  noblemen.     At  first,  the  ladies 
are  cold  and  the  men  express  their  delight  making  fun  of  Alfonso. 
Alfonso  and  Despina  confer  about  the  next  move.  —  The  men  return 
and  say  they  have  taken  poison  and  are  ready  to  die  for  love. 
Despina,  disguised  as  a  physician,   com.es  to  revive  them.  —  Despina 
tries  to  convince  the  ladies  that  there  is  much  to  be  gained  by  be- 
ing sym.pathetic  to  the  attention  of  the  strangers.     The  sisters  agree 
that  a  flirtation  might  prove  diverting.     Dorabella  decides  to  be 
receotive  to  GuglielmiO  v;hile  Piordiligi  expresses  preference  for  the 
disguised  Perrando.  —  The  "Albanians"  sing  a  serenade  and  then  the 
four  lovers  pair  off.     Guglielmo  and  Dorabella  exchange  pendants 
and  tender  words.     Perrando  is  less  successful.     Alfonso  rem.inds 
both  men  that  the  test  is  not  yet  over.     Eventually,  Piordiligi  suc- 
cumbs.    The  men  are  furious,  but  the  philosophical  Alfonso  convinces 
them,  that  what  has  happened  has  been  for  the  best  and  advises  the 
lovers  to  patch  up  their  differences  and  get  married.
